JACKOLSKI and PHILIP E. KUHLMAN 
I on Pebfuary l4ł 19$Q, that he firat mat BORKOWSKI about 
1 8 years ago.when BORKOWSKI was the Pourth Offlcer 
, aboard the Polish shlp “Killnskl»“ and he, KRUKOWSKI, was a 
I salesmatT authorized to sell foodstuffs a nd shlps storea 
i aboard vessels enterlng the harbor of Buenos Aires, Argentina 
1 KRUKOWSKI recalled thet on the occasion of his first 
j meeting wlth BORKOWSKI, he boarded the “Kiliński" and was 
j attempting to sell his wares to some of the other crew 
“memhers. The subject approached him and In rather strong 
:language told him to get off the shlp. KRUKOWSKI

He stated that he can be quite jovial at times and that he 
łiaa befrlended qulte a few people around the Pollsh 
National Home Bar and Grill for the short time he has been 
there. He remarked that he believes the subject to be a 
l|lttle eccentric and prone to boast a great deal. RAK 
stated that "BORKOWSKI seems to know something about everybody." 
He added that BORKOWSKI hea never boasted to him about 
maintaining or having access to files on the Pollsh iamigres 
residing in New York City. He atated that on saveral 
occasions he tried to* "pin BORKOWSKI down" on a further 
dlscuasion pf theih respective jobs aboard the "Batory," 
part Icularly BORKOWSKI *3 acting as an informant aboard 
ship. BORKOWSKI alwaya elther changes the subject or leaves 
RAK' s pre^ence. 

I RAK stated that he does not know for surę if 

BORKOWSKI is acting In an intelllgence capaclty for Poland 
br Russla or whether he is even a Gommunist at the present 
time. He added, howeyer, tliat "if BORKOWSKI held the 
ppsltlpn of Politruk aboard a Pollsh shlp, he would haye 
had to be a 'truebed Gorajnunist ." He stated that BORKOWSKI in 
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I hla sstlmation is not too smart and Is rather talkatlve,

'EDVfARD WASILEWSKI hlred BORKOWSKI aa a bartender he, 

|RAK, told WASILEWSKI that he would not be willlng 
;.to Work along aide of the subject if the subject is aa 
iuntrustworthy as he la reported to be, WASILEl/SKI assured 
Irak that If he knew for ce;-taln that BORKOWSKI was a 
dangerous Commanlst, he would dlscharge hlm«> 

; RAK stated further that a few weeks ago 

'WASILEWSKI hlred an lndlvidual riarned HENRY (LNU) who came 
■from Brldgeport, Connecticut, to perform odd Joba around 
ithe bar. Thls HENRY was a frlend of EORPCOWSKI and was 
'hlred upon BORKOWSKI ’s reccmmendatlOna . Ho was generally 
'drunk, abuslve, and untrustworthy, and after working only 
a ahort time, he was flred by WASILEWSKI. RAK atated 
that shortly after HENRY was firod, he accosted WASILEWSKI 
In his Office and stabbed hlm. He was thereafter subdued 
by some of the duatomors in the bar and arreated by the New 
York City Police, f(AK atated that he Knew practlcally nothlng 
about the . backgrpund of thls HENRY and could not corament 
on his polltlcal oonylctions,
